In A D 1G68, then a mere youth . He lived here from that date until the clay of

hie death, ro0pected,trust0d, honored ancl beloved. He wan District Clerk of this

County for over twentyflva years and Police Commissioner for four yeara,

The Commission form of government was established In this City In

February 1909 tMr Hart v/aa one of the members of the first Oommlnnlon •

He was assigned to the Department of Police and Public Safety. In tlilo position ,

the strong tralta of Mr Hart In mfnd and character wrere fully exemplified .

Mr Hart by nature was a very tender and gentle man , but his Hence of

responsibility and duty was so strong that he always performed the duties of

his office with unusual firmness and at times some people thought him even a

llttlo severe.

Mr Hart was a careful and odrerly business man . Hla department

was a model of efficiency.

Mr Hart was by neture and temperament a progressive man i.Ho had

advanced Ideas, not only for hid own department ,but for the City at largo.
